given-an ovation when he rose to 
speak. Chairman of the meeting 
was Orville Kirk, president. of the 
Calgary C.C.F. Constituency Asso- 
ciation. ; 

Referring to the ‘“Godforsaken 
but beautiful old rock’ from 
which he came, Mr. Irvine said 
he didn’t meet a poor person, in 
the sense of the poverty which he 
knew in his boyhood days, from 
one end of the Shetland Islands to 
the other. This, he explained, was 
mainly due to the agriculture and 
fisheries policies of the British 
Labor government. The govern- 
ment, he explained made it possi- 
ble’ for the. residents to purchase 
the right kind of boats and equip- 
ment .as well.2as provided cold 
storage facilities and guaranteed 
prices. This farsighted policy, he 
said, has “lifted the- whole island 
out of abject poverty to as good 
a standard of living as in Canada,” 


Backing Government 


Miners, .civil servants and 
craftsmen in various occupations 
had told him that if anything 
should happen to defeat the Brit- 
ish Labor party in’ the next, elec- 
tion, they would get out of the old 
land. se 

He found the people healthy, 
vigorous and hopeful that they 
were going to win. “It will be 
a great calamity if they don’t,” 
the Cariboo M.P. commented. 

The British Labor party be- 
lieves the necessary economic 
changes. can be achieved demo- 
cratically, said Mr. Irvine. It may 
be slow, but it can be done, is 
their. contention. However, Mr. 
Irvine explained, grievances are 
being played up in the press 
“even more viciously than is the 
practjce of the Calgary Herald,” 
and the people of Britain will have 
to be a whole lot more alert than 
the people of Alberta if they are 
net to succumb. If they should 
succumb, he continued, the Rus- 
sians would then say, “I told you

It you want to avoid criticism, 
he told the audience, “think 
nothing,- do nothing, and be 
nothing’. “If you want to give 
the leadership which is required,” 
he advised, ‘“‘do not be afraid, do 
not flinch from the import of the 
philosophy which you have em- 
braced, do not trim it down, keep 
your eye on the economic goal 
whereby the resources of the 
people will be used to meet the 
needs of the people.” 

In-the larger field, he pleaded, 
we must put into effect our co- 
operative principles. ““We are no 
longer worthy of being called 
human beings,’ he said, “if we 
don’t find a way to live together 
in peace as human beings should 
live.”’

THe CALGARY C.C.F. convention adopted a plan of 
organizgtion whith while not new has-some new features 
about it. It’ is designed to accomplish a complete canvass 
of all members by a direct and definite procedure. The plan 
will require the willing co-operation of a large number of 
members in the various constituencies, but the task to be 
performed, will not be onerous for anyone and will be of 
such a definite nature that no member will.want to shirk it. 

Mrs. Peterson, the new provincial president, told con- 
vention delegates that the aim. during the coming year was, 
“a minimum. budget for a maximum effort,” a reduction 
of cenirai office staff that would put back into the con- 
stituency organizations a renewed responsibility for basic

MARKET UNCERTAINTIES 


tm OME UNEASINESS is beginning to be felt over markets 

for farm products. One observer has put it: “Though 
the world food shortage is still acute, the market outlook 
is clouded with uncertainties.” a 

Grain prf{ces in the United States have dropped sharply 
this fall, the prices for wheat, barley and oats all falling 
to the floor of $2.00, $1.15 and 70 cents respectively. In 
each case they were almost a dollar higher in January. 
Canadian coarse grains also declined by something like 
twenty cents a bushel in the same period. Lakehead prices 
of Canadian wheat to the United Kingdom and domestic 
millers Yose from $1.55 to $2.00 in August, but commercial 
export prices dropped sharply from $3.27 in January to 
$2.37 in September. s 

1¢ begins to look as if we have seen the beginning of the 
end of peak prices for farm products of all kinds as demand 
for export falls off due to increased crops overseas.

“The dean made a tour of Can- 
ada in the fall of 1935, arriving 
just after Social Credit had swept 
into power in Alberta. Every- 
where he went, he sang the praises 
of Social Credit. ... 


“In an interview at. Winnipeg, 
he predicted: ‘The doctrines of 
the Aberhart party will eventually 
sweep all Canada, and reach into 
the other Dominions.

Leaving no room for doubt as 
to its stand on monopoly capital- 
ism, Communism. and democratic 
Socialism, the annual convention 
of the C.C.F. meeting in Calgary 
last week-end, proclaimed jin un- 
mistakable terms its attitude to- 
ward these three ideologies. 

Subject of major debate on 
Saturday afternoon, the conven- 
tion-nailed its colors to the mast 
of democratic Socialism and 
agreed that the following resolu- 
tion should represent the ’ con- 
sidered viewpoint of the Alberta 
C.C.F: 

“That rmqnopoly 
has established an economic 
dictatorship that controls and 
restricts the income of farmer, 
merchant and worker; that it 
produces poverty through either 
depression or high living costs 
all in the interests of the excess 
profits of monopoly; that in the 
end to save itself it will destroy 
of the vote and 
establish a fascist dictatorship; 


Capitalism 


“That Communism aims at 
establishing a political dictator- 
whip; that it is destructive of 
personal liberty; 

“That democratic co-opera- 
tive Secialism provides the only 
bulwark against economic dicta- 
torship on one hand and political 
dictatorship on the other; that 
under modern production 
methods it provides the only 
means of industrial efficiency 
with production planned in the 
interests of the people; 

“That we in the C.C.F. are 
proud to be tne Canadian cus- 
todians of the democratic So- 
cialism, that is achieving these 
things in the Seandinavian 
countries and in other nations 
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“Further it is resolved that 
all speakers and writers within 
the C.C.F. be asked to bring 
constantly to the attention of 
the people the ideas herein-

The convention reaffirmed its 
stand for the development of Al- 
berta’s power resources as a pub- 
lic utility along the lines of the 
Manitoba and Ontario systems 
and for the rapid extension of 
rural electrification in Alberta. 

The resolution adopted by the 
convention contended that the re- 
cent plebiscite on the power ques- 
tion in Alberta was largely worth- 
less for the following reasons: ’ 

1. It was held during an election 
campaign when other issues such 
as the fate of the government and 
the personalities of candidates 
obscured the question. 

2. It was launched at the last 
moment when the time was too 
short to give the people adequate 


those in authority to inform, the 
public on the issues involved, the 
result being a sectional and in- 
conclusive vote which has not 
settled the question. 

Another resolution urged that 
plebiscites should be preceded by 
aun adequate period for the pres- 
entation of all the facts and in 
this connection it was maintained 
that the government has a definite 
responsibility. 

Want 60 Day’s Notice 

In urging that election dates 
be announced 60 days previous to 
election day, it was pointed out 
that the experience of the past 
provincial election has shown that 
it is a physical impossibility to 
have &n accurate complete enu- 
meration of the voters made, 
printed and distributed in the 
thirty days now allowed by the 
election act. 

The cofivention requested the 
federal and provincial govern- 
ments to reimpose price controls, 
the excess profits tax and the 
subsidy on milk and its deriva-

King bade a quiet farewell to 
the public in a brief radio address, 
bringing to an end a long era of 
steady national growth in Canada 
during which he has dominated 


the political stage..He told news-| 


men that he ‘himszl? believed that 
the best achievement of that era 
had been in preserving unity in 
Canada through the war years. 


Without Fire 


His successor is 66 years old, a 
grey-haired, rather . handsome, 
elderly: lawyer from: Quebec. St. 
Laurent is, without fire, and little 
has so far been written to bring a 
clear impression. of him to the peo- 
ple of Canada who will endorse or 
reject him as the nation’s leader 
at the next general election. In 
foreign policy, he strongly advo- 
cates the North Atlantic Defence 
Pact and supports the view 
Russian aggression can best be 
checked by strength and_ unity 
among the western democracies. 
{In domestic affairs his policies are 
less well-known. His repeated op- 
position to subsidized Jow-rental 
housing appears to be the only 
major domestic issue on, which he 
has declared himself. 

On November 15th he formed 
his new cabinet, including two 
hew ministers among the twenty 
‘who comprise -Canada’s ‘federal 
government, The newcomers were

’ WASHINGTON.—T he hed: 
can people have $3,347 million on 
deposit in Unclé Sam’s Postal 
Savings System, according to the 
latest report. These deposits have 
alinust tripled since 1939,. un- 
doubtedly because of asgured 
safety and a good interest rate. 

' Except in New Jersey, where a 
state, bartking law forces Uncle_ 
Sam to pay only 14%, the in- 
terest on postal savings is 2%. 

- That is much more than savings 
banks pay nowadays, and. they 
don’t like it. They are back of a 
bill intreduced by Congressman 
Robert J. Twyman (Rep., Ill.), 
which would reduce the  npostal 
savings interest rate te 1%. 
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
